Claim 1 (Currently amended) A plug connector for use k*-a with jacks of 
different standards transf e r , comprising; 

an insulating housing having a plurality of terminal grooves formed in a 
front end thereo f the front end having a width correspon d^ tn a width of a jack 
of a first standard; 

a plurality of terminals respectively arranged in the terminal grooves; and 
a transferring element coupl e d an adapter sleeve slideab lv disposed on the 
insulating housing, wherein the transferring olomont is mov e ably adjusted at a 
predetermin e d position on the inoulating housing duo to the Gtandard tran sfer die 
adapter sleeve being (a) positionable at a rear end of the insulating housing for 
mating the front end of the insulating housing with a jack of the firs t standard and 
( b) positionable at the front end of the insulating housing for mating th e front end 
of the insulating housing and adapter sleeve with a jack of a second standard, the 
jack of the second standard having a width greater than the width of th e jack of the 
first standard . 
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Claim 2 (Currently amended) The plug connector of claim 1, further 
comprising a plurality of conductive tb e fr pen e trating into - a wires passin g into the 
rear end of the insulating housing , whoroin the conductiv e lin e s and being 
respectively electrically connec ted to with the plurality of terminals re spectively . 

Claim 3 (Currently amended) The plug connector of claim 1, further 
comprising a conn e ctor oonnoctod jack mounted to a the rear end of the insulated 
housing , wherein tho connector and having contacts respectively electrically 
conn e cts wit h connected to the plurality of terminals. 

Claim 4 (Currently amended) The plug connector of claim 1, further 
comprising a plug connect e d mounted to a file rear end of the insulating housing 
and having contacts respectively % wh e r e in tho plug electrically connects with 
connected to the plurality terminals.

Claim 6 (Currently amended) The plug connector of claim 1, further 
comprising a positioning mechanism arrang e d between tho - transf e rring olom e nt 
and tho insulating housing for enabling tho tranoforring clement to position at - a 
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firat pnnitinTi or ft second position for providing detents to position th e adapter 
sleeve at the front and rear ends of the insulating housing . 



Claim 7 (Currently amended) The plug connector of claim 6, wherein the 
positioning mechanism includes a plurality of spaced slots formed in a midd le 
position and a roar pooition in at least one side of the insulating housing, and a 
plurality of spaced protrusions formed oil at a- front position and a rear pooition of 
th e transf e rring e l e ment, wher e in wh e n th e transferring e l e m e nt is in the firat 
pooition, th e protrusion s arer e opootively hooked into the slots in tho middl e 
position and th e r e ar position of tho insulating housing, and wh e rein whon th e 
transf e rring olomont io in th e second position^ th e protrusions are reop e otively 
hooked into th e slots in th e middle pooition and two front edges of th e insulating 
housing- least one side of the adapter sleeve, at least one of t he plurality of 
protrusions releaseablv engaging a respective one of the plurality of slots when the 
adapter sleeve is positioned at the front and rear en ds of the insulating housing. 

Claim 8 (Currently amended) The plug connector of claim 1, wherein the 
transferring elem e nt has adapter sleeve is formed bv a main body and two arms 
formed on respectively extending from two sides of the main body, the main body 
has having a receiving opening ther e in, formed therethrough and tho transf e rring 
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e l e m e nt is coupled on into which, the insulating housing via the receiving opening 
is received. 



Claim 9 (Currently amended) The plug connector of claim 1, further 
comprising a conn e ctor and a plurality of conductiv e linos pen e trating into an 
inside of the connector, th e connector having a plurality of lino grooves, the 
conductivo lin e s boing insert e d into the lino groves from a roar end of the 
conn e ctor, and tho connector b e ing inserted from -a connecting body received 
within the rear end of the insulating housing 5 whereby tho connootor and with tho 
conductivo lines ore e xtend e d into an insid e of th e insulating housing, and th e 
conn e ctor is fastened in the insid e of th e insulating housing, tho terminate b e ing 
prossod into th e lin e groov e s for electrically connecting with th e conductivo lines 
for providing electrical coupling to the plurality of terminals . 

Claim 10 (Currently amended) The plug connector of claim 9, wherein the 
insulating housing has a tongue element on an outer side thereof, and the 
connector connecting body has a protection element at an outer side thereof 
disposed to extend over a portion . whoroin wh e n tho conn e etor and th o in s ulati ng 
housing ar e combined tog e th e r, -th e protection element is arranged on an outside of 
the tongue element of the insulating housing. 
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Claim 1 1 (Currently amended) The plug connector of claim 9, wherein the 
connector connecting body has a bulge formed thereon for positioning r e lativ e to 
th e transf e rrin g : e l e m e nt the adapter sleeve at the rear end of the insulating 
housing . 
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
